admiring visitor. It is simply an out- 
growth of the bouse, an out-of-door 
•living .room, to be used and changed 
if one pleases, until one finds the best 
possible arrangement."

The great thing, then, in all edu-

j an exception to occur till the new 
j hlbit is securely rooted in your life.

an elephant. After a period of fran- 
tic struggling, hunger and exluuistica 
the wretched animal is done to death 
by native spears. 
If the size and 


powers of the animal arc reniembi -cd, 
it is difficult to imagine a mor< re- 
volting, brutal picture of 
torf ro; 


but this is the common practic of 
the natives of the cotnurv and ;3 
being enacted daily throughout Bill- 
ish territory.

of building a church in the event of 
his hunting venture being successiui. 
He shot a fine elephant with heavy 
itisks, and while he vns txariinKi;;

quonda. To clinch their claims they 
asserted that the elephant had het-u 
lame and pointed to a festering open- 
ing in the sole of one of its feel. <.•:;- 
'ending up the leg.

the chief Maqueiula had caused spear- 
heads to be rigidly placad upright in 
the ground In the forest sa:ne paths 
for the purpose of laming elephunit 
and so rendering thorn a prey to hlg 
hunters. 
This happy discoveiy put 


an end. at least for a time, to this 
abominable measure for tho clraiim- 
stances v ero reported to t i c mrrori- 
ties and the chief was punished."
